'Hie United States naval observatory 
at Washington recently announced the 
details of its scheme to scud telegraph­ 
ic time signals throughout the world 
to mark tin* beginning of the now year. 
Th© signals were sent out last year for 
each of the four great standard time 
bells of the United States, but this 
year it is proposed not only to see lire a 
wide distribution of these new year 
signals throughout North aud South 
America by the co-operation of the 
telegraph and cable companies, but also 
to send one or more of the four series 
of signals around the world and back 
to tile room of Use naval observatory 
where they started. 
« 
Th** signals will tiegin at ll:©© p. in. 4 
and end at midnight, eastern time. The j 
sam© series will be sent out tin bour j 
later, ending at midnight, central stand­ 
ard time; again an hour later, ending 
at 2 a. in., for midnight of mountain 
standard time, and again an hour after 
that, ending at 3 a. in., for midnight 
of Pacific coast standard time. In each 
of these four five-minute intervals the 
chick will send an electric impulse prac­ 
tically every second. 
On the world 
circuit the signals will go by land lines 
to Cape Canso, Nova Scotia; thence by 
cable to the Azores, Llstxon, Gibraltar, 
Malta. Alexandria and Port Saki; by 
land to Suez; by cable to Aden and 
Bombay; by land to Madras; by cable 
to Penang, Singapore. Saigon, Hong­ 
kong. Manila. Guam Midway. Honolu­ 
lu and San Francisco, and by land back 
to Washington. 
It Is profaned to receive both the 
outgoing and incoming signals on the 
saint* chronograph at the naval ob­ 
servatory and thus preserve a perma­ 
nent graphic record of both on a single 
sheet of paper. It Is suggested that, be­

T h e latter protested en ergetically 
against the presence of A m erican war­ 
ships in Colomlrlan w aters, inasm uch 
as war betw een 
C olom bia and 
the 
United s ta te s had not been declared, 
and politely requested the A tlanta to 
leave the gulf because it belonged to 
Colom bia. 
Com m ander Turner ignored the re­ 
quest and 
the A tlanta returned 
to 
Colon to report to Hear Adm iral Cogh- 
lan. 
T he 
C olom bians are clearly 
busy 
with 
protective 
and 
strengthening 
m easures 
Although they treated the 
A m ericans courteously they decidedly 
resented the presence of th e A tlanta's 
landing party. 
The Colom bian force 
was com posed partly of the m en land­ 
ed recently at the A trato river by the 
Colom bian 
cruisers 
C artagena 
and 
G eneral Plnzon. 


Atlanta Lands Small Party. 


Early in the m orning of Dec. 15 the 
A tlanta sighted a sm all schooner In 
the cen ter of the gulf of Darien and 
follow ed 
her to the w estern shore, 
w here th e schooner attem pted to hide 
behind an inlet. 
L ieutenant H arlan 
P. Perrin of the A tlanta w as ordered 
to board her and thereupon a whale- 
ooat w as lowered and pulled tow ards 
the schooner. 
It was found that the 
schooner had on board IOO arm ed Co­ 
lom bian soldiers, com m anded by G en­ 
eral R afael Novo, who said G eneral 
Daniel 
Ortiz, com m ander-in-chief 
of 
the C olom bian forces of the A tlantic 
aud the Pacific, had a large cam p a 
m ile aw ay on tho m ainland. 
General 
N ovo requested Lieutenant Perrin to 
land and confer with G eneral Ortiz. 
A fter tem porarily 
t '” '? to the At­ 
lanta L ieutenant t e n ii went back to 
the schooner, which in the m eantim e 
had taken up a position off a beach 
w ithin a sm all bay. 
G reat excitem en t 
prevailed am ong the C olom bians on 
the w haleb oat’s approach. 
T here w ere 
repeated cries of “ Viva C olom bia,’’ and 
there w as a sudden concentration of 
150 Colom bian soldiers on th e beach. 
For som e m om ents the situ ation ap­ 
peared dangerous and had th e appear­ 
ance of am buscade. 
G eneral Ortiz ap­ 
peared on the beach w hen L ieutenant 
Perrin went ashore, the w haleboat in

at the bow of the w haleboat or low er 
the A m erican flag at her stern be­ 
cause sh e w as in C olom bian w aters. 
L ieutenant Perrin replied that he did 
not have a Colombian 
flag and re­ 
fused to low er the Stars and Stripes. 
G eneral Ortiz did not in sist upon his 
so doing, but he protested in w riting 
against the presence of the A m ericana 
in C olom bian waters. 
L ieu tenan t Per­ 
rin accepted the protest and conveyed 
it to Com m ander Turner, w ho handed 
it to R ear Admiral C oghian on his 
arrival here. _ 
G eneral Ortiz did not perm it Lieu­ 
tenant Perrin to leave the point of the 
beach w here he landed. 
W hile Perrin 
was aw aitin g the C olom bian protest 
First L ieutenant Edward B. Manwar- 
ing, com m anding the m arine guard of 
the A tlanta, rowed up in a cu tter for 
the purpose of com m unicating with 
L ieutenant Perrin and to gain certain 
m ilitary inform ation. 
L ieu tenan t Man- 
waring w en t ashore and 
the cutter 
joined the w haleboat off th e beach. 
L ieutenant Perrin returned to the 
Atlanta at 8 o ’clock in the afternoon. 
Later in the day G eneral O rtiz re­ 
quested the A tlanta to leave. 
T he C olom bian cam p appeared to be 
perm anent, w as w ell provisioned and 
probably d estined to be used a s a base 
of operations. 
General Ort it and oth ­ 
ers freely expressed the determ ination 
of C olom bia to fight to the b itter end 
in rase G eneral R eyes’ visit to W ash­ 
ington is not su ccessfu l and Panam a 
h not r e t u r n e d to Colom bia.
